REMARKS 

Applicant expresses appreciation to the Examiner for consideration of the subject patent 
application. This amendment is in response to the Office Action mailed August 1, 2005. Claims 
2 and 23 were objected to. Claims 1-24 were rejected. The claims have been amended to 
address the concerns raised by the Examiner. 

Claims 3-22 and 24 were originally presented. Claims 1, 2, and 23 have been amended. 
No claims have been added. Support for the amendments is found on page 3 lines 25-28, and 
Figure 1. Specifically, page 3 lines 25-28 teaches readable indicia oriented in an upright readable 
fashion in an alpha-numeric arrangement and Figure 1 teaches keys arranged on that device in a 
parallel grid with sufficient space therebetween to enable the user to operate the device with one 
hand. Accordingly, no new matter has been added. 

The indication of allowable claims 2 and 23, if rewritten, is acknowledged with 
appreciation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Claims 2 and 23 stand rejected under § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
utilizing terms that cannot be measured and or quantified. Those terms have been eliminated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 1-24 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Wang (US 
2002/0155864 Al). 

In order to most succinctly explain why the claims presented herein are allowable, 
Applicant will direct the following remarks primarily to currently amended independent claims 1 
and 23 and the originally presented independent claims 10 and 16 with the understanding that 
once an independent claim is allowable, all claims depending therefrom are allowable. 

The Wang (US 2002/0155864 Al) reference fails to disclose a portable communication 
device capable of single-handed operation. For example, the Wang reference discloses a device 
wherein the operable buttons on the sides of the device are configured at opposing 45 degree 
angles wherein the user would not be able to effectively depress the buttons with the thumb of 
one hand and hold the device concurrently with the same hand. Additionally, the Wang reference 
teaches a device wherein the operable buttons are spaced so close together so as to disable the 
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user's ability to operate the device with one hand. Moreover, if one were to connect one of the 
several disclosed attachments to the keypad portion disclosed in the Wang reference (See Figure 
6 and Figure 7), it would be impossible to operate with one hand. Accordingly, Wang teaches 
away from the claimed invention defining structure enabling use with a single hand. 

In Contrast, currently amended claims 1, 10, 16, and 23 set forth a portable 
communication device wherein the keypad is physically positioned above the data display with 
data entry contact points being arranged in a parallel grid and having sufficient space there 
between such that when held in a user's hand the device enables total operation of the keypad by 
a single hand holding the portable communication device in one hand and using an opposable 
digit of the same hand allowing viewing of the data entry display by the user during use of the 
keypad. Specifically, the buttons are spaced across the face of the device and oriented parallel to 
one another thereby enabling the user to hold and operate the device with one hand. 

The elements of single-handed operation are not taught in the cited reference, and provide 
the advantage of better performance of the device. 

Therefore, Applicant respectfiiUy submits that claims 1-24 are allowable, and urges the 
Examiner to withdraw the rejection. 
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CONCLUSION 



In light of the above, Applicant respectfully submits that pending claims 1-24 are now in 
condition for allowance. Therefore, Applicant requests that the rejections and objections be 
withdrawn, and that the claims be allowed and passed to issue. If any impediment to the 
allowance of these claims remains after entry of this Amendment, the Examiner is strongly 
encouraged to call Vaughn North at (801) 566-6633 so that such matters may be resolved as 
expeditiously as possible.
